1. Situation, Boundary, Area, Population, 

Revenue & Tribute. 

SITUATION The State of Bundi lies in the North East of 
Rajputana between latitude 24 59" and 26 0' and longitude 75 18" 
and 76 21" 

BOUNDARIES The State is bounded on the North by Tonk, 
Jaipur and Udaipur States, and on the East by the Chambal river 
and Kotah State, on the South by the Chambal and Kotah State 
and on the West by Udaipur State. 

GENERAL ASP GOT The State is intersected by the Aravalli 
Hills running from East to West These hills are thickly wooded, 
but except for the manufacture of charcoal, these forests are of 
little commercial value The rivers run from West to East, flowing 
into the Chambal, and afford opportunities for bund construction 
and good irrigation As funds become available projects will be 
undertaken There is a large amount of uncultivated land m the 
State owing to the lack of population, but now that the Settlement 
is in progress and rates are being reduced to the minimum there 
is a tendency for cultivators to come m 

A great deal of the State is made up of rocky soil that is 
impossible to cultivate Stone quarries are worked for local 
consumption, but the quality, and the difficulty of transpoit make 
it an impossible export trade Mica of a rather inferior type 
is found and is worked m a small way 

REVENUE & TRIBUTE The Revenue of the State during 
the year wasRs 5,25,614 /-Kaldar and Rs 14,34,959/-Hali as against 
Rs 4,86,248 /-Kaldar and Rs 12,94,439/- Hall of last year. The State

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11. Crops. 

The State has a variety of soils and crops. 

The Patan district is wholly made up of dry cultivation, 
and is rich m black cotton soil which will grow almost any 
crop without irrigation The chief crops are wheat, jowar, gram, 
linseed and dhania, and tobacco on the river banks A certain 
amount of makka, cotton arid vegetables is also grown in 
small quantities The difficulty experienced m this area is that 
wells for drinking water are few and far between, and the 
water is at an abnormally low level 

The district of Namwa on the Northern side of the hill 
consists of two varieties of soils and crops, a portion of 
it being Mai land similar to the Patan district, while the 
remainder is hilly and the type of soil that needs irrigation Here 
the main crops are, sugarcane, wheat, jowar and cotton 

The following statement gives details of the total area and 
the actual area cultivated Corresponding figures for the preceding 
year, as well as for the preceding quinquennium are also shown.

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CHAPTER III JUDICIAL. 


30. Judicial Department. 

Pt Deokinandan Chaturvedi continued as Judicial Member 
of the State Council and High Court Judge 

The Judicial Department constitutes a High Court Judge, 
a Sessions Judge, a City Magistiate, 3 Deputy Commissioners 
and 9 Tehsildars The 3 Deputy Commissioners are all graduates 
of law 

CRIMINAL ORIGINAL The total number of offences 
reported and dealt with by the Courts during the year was 2226 
as against 1999 m the previous year, showing an increase of 227 
cases Of the 2226 cases which included 16 of the Sessions Court, 298 
werejchallaned by the Police and 1912 were instituted on complaint 

The number of persons tried was 4319 as against 3574 of 
the previous year Out of these 784 were convicted, 2908 acquitted 
or discharged, 40 committed to Sessions and 5 died or were 
not tried The number of persons remaining under trial at the 
end of the year was 582 as against 474 of last year 

CRIMINAL APPEALS The total number of appeals filed 
during the year was 74 Sentences were confirmed m 16, 
modified m 12, reversed or squashed in 10 and further inquiry 
was ordered in 1 The number of appeals remaining undisposed 
of at the end of the year was 18 as against 8 of last year 

APPLICATIONS FOR REVISION IN CRIMINAL CASES 
58 applications for revision were presented to the Courts of 
the Sessions Judge In 28 cases the judgments of the Lower 
courts were upheld, in 1 case the orders of the lower courts 
were reversed, m 2 cases they were modified, in 2 instances 
further inquiry was ordered, while 17 cases were referred to 
the High Court leaving 8 cases pending at the end of the 
year In all 32 cases were pr r sented to the High Court as 
against 16 of the previous year In 10 cases the judgments of 
the lower courts were upheld, in 5 they were reversed, m 7 
they were modified leaving 10 cases pending at the end of 
the year 

CIVIL ORIGINAL 2367 cases were instituted during the 
year undei report as against 1755 of the previous year The 
number of cases pending at the close of last year was 620 
as against 683, leaving a balance of 2987 for disposal Of these 
2252 were dealt with leaving a balance of 735 at the close of 
the year Of the 2252 cases disposed of 312 were decided exparte, 
450 admitted or compromised, 501 struck off the file and 989 
were otherwise dealt with 
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The total amount of property involved m the newly instituted 
cases was Rs 2,11,116 /- as against Rs 3,96,338/- last year, an 
average of Rs 89/3/- per case as against Rs. 225/13/4 of last year 
The number of monetary suits above Rs 5,000/- was 3, between 
5,000/- and 1,000/- 22, as against the same number last year, 

below Rs 1,000/- and above Rs 500/- 31, as against 51 of last 

year, above Rs. 100/- and below Rs 500/- 276 as against 342 

last year, and below Rs 100/- 1835 as against 1094 of the 

last year 

CIVIL APPEALS. 398 appeals and revisions were preferred 
during the year as against 301 of the last year, with 159 cases 
pending from last year the total for disposal was 557, as against 
442 Of these 376 were disposed of and 181 remained pending 
at the close of the year 

EXECUTION OF DECREES The value of the applications 
for the execution of decrees presented during the year under 
report was Rs. 1,55,066/- as against Rs 1,69,169/- of last year. 
633 cases were pending at the beginning of the year and 1647 
were instituted during the year making a total of 2280 for 
disposal Of these 1572 were disposed of leaving a balance of 
708 at the close of the year as against 633 of last year 
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CHAPTER IV FINANCE 


31. General. 

The Finance Department remained under the charge of 
Pandit Mukut Behari Lai, Accountant General, except for a

CHAUKIDARS The State has 48 Police chaukidars m 
the bigger and more important centres They have been of 
great assistance to the police m reporting crime and it is 
hoped that by degrees we shall be able to enlarge this 
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force, thereby reducing some police outposts. This however, 
is a matter that will be taken up slowly.

POLICE BUDGET The total cost of the Police force 
was Rs 14,719/- Kaldar and Rs 1,03 158/- Hall as against 
Rs 19,154/- Kaldar and Rs 1,24,255/- Hall in the last year 

MOTOR VEHICLES 12 cases under section 16 of the 
Motor Vehicles Act were challaned as against 10 of the last 
year Cut of these convictions were secured in 8 cases as

CONSERVANCY. Prior to the year under report, the 
refuse and the night soil of the city was dumped by the 
sweepers in different places at their own will. Trenches have 
now been made outside the city, where night soil and refuse 
is deposited. The refuse is carried m a covered cart fitted 
with pneumatic tyre wheels and it is proposed to replace 
all existing night soil refuse carts with pneumatic tyres. 
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From the refuse and night soil, compost manure to the 
extent of 533 cart loads was prepared on scientific lines 

LIGHTING In the beginning of the year, the numbei 
of petromax gas lights was increased, these have now been 
removed as the city has now electric light 

WATERING OF ROADS To control the nuisance of the 
dust in the city Rs 400/- were given to the P w D as against 
Rs 159/- of the preceding year, foi the watering of roads 

CATTLE POUND The number of stray cattle m the 
pound was 724 as against 240 of the preceding year 

OFFENCES The total number of cases instituted during 
the year was 407, of these 372 were decided and 35 remained
